HE Apostle John, writing in the first chapter of Revela-

panion in tribulation, was in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day, and heard a great voice, as of a trumpet, saying, | am 
Alpha and Omega, the first and the last. . . . And when | saw 
him, I fell at his feet as dead. And he laid his right hand 
upon me, saying unto me, Fear not; I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and behold I am alive for evermore.” 

The Resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead is an ac 
complished fact which the whole Christian world has ac- 
knowledged. The proofs in the Gospels are as clear as any 
evidence could be. The doubting Thomases are compara-

Jesus on the cross offered himself up as a sacrifice for the 
sins of the whole world, but He did not stay on the cross— 
nor in the tomb, either. He rose again and ascended to 
Heaven where He ever liveth to make intercession for His 
believing people. The eleven apostles who were with Him 
when He was betrayed abandoned Him in the hour of need, 
and a little later Peter, for whom the Roman Catholics pro- 
fess such great veneration, denied that he knew Him, and not 
only that, but emphasized the denial of his Master with an 
oath. 

We have the open Bible and enlightened understandings, 
and Christ stands at the door of our hearts waiting for us to 
admit Him. Whoever will may draw near to Him, and come 
boldly into the presence of the King of Glory. 

When Jesus left the earth He said He would send the Holy 
Ghost to teach us all things.

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Catholics Should be Enlightened Like Other Citizens 

In the article on the population of New York City (4,766,- 
883) in the January CoNverrep Carnoic it was said that 
New York is now the second city in the world, and that 
Statisticians predict it will surpass London; and the ques- 
tion was asked—‘In the years to come will New York be 
a Protestant or Christian city?” The answer was that if 
the American people did not wake up their inheritance of 
freedom would be taken from them by the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. Light has been thrown on this subject by the 
speeches of some public men during the celebration of 
Washington’s Birthday in February. At the banquet of the 
Southern Society of New York, William G. McAdoo, of 
Hudson tunnel fame, said: 

“The country has drifted far from the fundamental prin- 
ciples for which George Washington stood. There are many 
things in our time which he could not have foreseen, but 
he knew that it was improper for any one person to control 
the Legislature,’ as Mr. Murphy, the “boss” of Tammany 
Hall did at Albany, where he declared, as reported in the 
Brooklyn Standard-Union, February 22, that a Roman Catho- 
lic and a man of Irish blood must succeed Chauncey M. 
Depew as Senator of the United States. 

At the same dinner of the Southern Society another man 
named McAdoo, a Roman Catholic, who is a city magistrate, 
referred to the cosmopolitan character of the city. “It was 
discovered by Italians,” he said: “my countrymen, the Irish, 
rule it, and if the courthouse records are not misleading the 
Jews own it. I can say this to Mr. McAdoo, that if he can 
get a combination of George Washington and St. Patrick 
cutting down the cherry tree he can build any subway he 
may desire.” 

Twenty years ago Joseph H. Choate, the eminent lawyer 
and former Ambassador to Great Britain, said that if the 
Irish of Greater New York would only take ship and cross 
the ocean to free Ireland, and stay there, a million Ameri- 
cans with shouts and hurrahs would accompany them to the 


dock. Of course he meant the Irish Roman Catholics. But 
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even these will be enlightened if Protestants will do their 


duty. The Catholics are here now, and they can be en- 
lightened and become citizens like other Americans.

The Paulist answer is, that if the man confesses to a 
priest, and joins the Catholic Church, “like Mary Magdelene,” 
he can go to heaven. Evidently the Paulist Fathers and the 
Jesuits have given up the idea that they could convert to 
Popery the intelligent and cultured Protestants, “the good 
people who have no religion.” 


FAILURE OF ROMAN CATHOLICISM IN ALL COUNTRIES 
For two Sundays Pastor O’Connor preached on the failure 


of Koman Catholicism in Europe and the dangers to Prot- 


estant Americans in dallying with that Church or sustaining 
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it in any way. The following are some sentences from his 
addresses : 

In regard to the reasons “Why Protestants should not be- 
come Roman Catholics,” I would first express natural wonder 
that a man who was brought up with an open Bible within 
nis reach from his earliest years should do such a thing. Why 
should he turn away from the Word of God and Jesus Christ 
and go to the Paulists or Jesuits, saying, “I want to be a 
Reman Catholic?” What will he find in the Roman Church 
for the salvation of his soul? That Church will tell him to 
kneel down to her priests for the forgiveness of his sins— 
and any of them is likely to be as great a sinner as himself. 
It is no easy task for a priest to hear the confessions of the 
people. I have heard many myself, in my past life, and know 
the things whereof I speak. I was often weary of listening 
to the confessions of the people, but those of my brother 
priests disgusted me far more because I had expected better 
things of them. Roman Catholics know well that the ex- 
perience of forgiveness caused by the absolution of the priest 
does not stick, and there is a good reason. No one can for 
give sins but God only—against whom the sins are committed. 
No one has power of attorney from God to transact His busi- 
ness, which is the salvation of souls, and if what the priests of 
Rome say of themselves be true, I would say, “Physician, 
heal thyself!” 

For a thousand years this system has prevailed in Central 
Europe, and the people have found out that it has no spiritual 
power, and France and Spain, and Italy, and Portugal—coun- 
tries in which Protestantism even to-day has no large repre- 
sentation or influence in the nations as a whole—are casting 
out the Roman system because they know that it stands in 
the way of national progress. 

I can remember that when I was a boy at school in Paris 
there would be 2,000 people at high mass in the famous 
Church of the Madeleine. I was there last fall and there were 
not 200 in the congregation. When I was studying at St. 
Sulpice in Paris, the soldiers used to present arms to the 
Cardinal Archbishop when he went out on the street. Last 
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fall I saw his palace being used as an office for the Depart- 
ment of Labor of the Government. The bishops and priests 
have lost a revenue of $8,000,000 a year, for which the Pope 
himself is entirely responsible, because he would not allow 


them to comply with the provisions of the law, even though 
they were anxious to do so. 


\ year ago in Spain no Protestant church was allowed to 
put any sign on the outside of the building to indicate the 
character of the services. Now even in that land there is a

In any of these lands the first step in the direction of obtain 


ing liberty is to expel the Religious Orders. Eighty per cent. 


of the Portuguese people can neither read nor write, and the

first thing it did was to drive out these men who had kept 
it in ignorance and poverty. 


\s compared with Protestants, what is the general char- 
acter of Roman Catholic communities? What are the mem- 
bers of the Pope’s Church doing? For one thing they are 
conducting nearly the whole of the liquor traffic of the United 
States.

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The Decay of Roman Catholicism

Here 
we see the best side of that Church; it is the only oasis in the 
desert of Catholicism. For this reason the Republic of the 
West is the only star of hope that sheds a ray of light 
the Papal gloom. To the thoughtless mind the rest of the 
Christian world is supposed to be equally loyal to the Pope 
and faithful to his dogmas. The laity were led to believe s

Add to this the baneful fruits of mental reservation and 
the doctrine of intention. Then need we wonder why sta- 
tistics tell us much on the inmates of state institutions, hav- 
ing fallen from the parent tree? Thus it is that Romanism 
stands alone as the bearer of fruit with sensuous exterior 
and worm-eaten heart. 

There is a strange silence in the churches of Europe that 
is ominous. The only evidence of life is shown by the Pope, 
who still grieves over the loss of his temporal kingdom, and 
maintains the medieval splendor of a kingly court. In vain 
he has tried to resurrect this political skeleton from the grave. 
The hand of God has refused to touch the dead thing. Mean- 
time myriads of men, yearning for the things of God’s King- 
dom, have turned away from the royal sight, sore at heart 
and sickened unto death. The Popes have moved heaven and 
earth in the hazardous game of politics and have lost, not so 
much as having met their masters as that their fatuous hind- 
sight led them to use the craft and bigotry of the middle ages. 
But what is still of far greater importance, they have lost 
the kingdom of the Church; its power slipped from the Papal 
grasp, while it attempted to hold the political sceptre. No 
wonder the people fell away; the Word of God became a 
closed book; the pulpit remained silent; sabbatical instruc- 
tion of youth was dead! No wonder the light and life of the 
Bread come down from Heaven has gone out in the gloom 
of popular ignorance and neglect!

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RELIGIOUS FREEDOM FOR 150,000 PROTESTANTS IN SPAIN 

We have received from Madrid a copy of the illuminated 
petition signed by 150,000 Spaniards for religious freedom 
and sent to the national Cortes. It asks that “our dearly 
beloved country be raised to the spiritual level on which 
those nations stand which have declared for freedom of 
worship as the fundamental doctrine of modern democracy.” 

THE LATIN RACES REJECTING THE POPE 

“Mv peopie of the Latin races give me little comfort,” 
Pius X is reported to have said when the news of the Portu- 
guese revolution first reached his ears. “The Papacy,” says 
President Braga of the Republic of Portugal, “does not as 
far as we are concerned exist any longer. We have nothing 
to give it and want nothing from it.” Braga is a freethinker, 
yet rather anti-clerical than anti-Christian. This is clearly 
indicated by a little poem which has been reprinted in the 
Continental press—a tribute to “the expiatory Victim,” “the 
Word,” “the Light of the World.” 

GERMAN PRIESTS AND PEOPLE ALSO LEAVING ROME 

The anti-modernist oath which has been so meekly ac- 
cepted by the Catholic clergy in this country is causing much 
trouble in Germany. Four professors in the theological de- 
partment of Munich University have abandoned their priestly 
functions in order not to be obliged to take the oath. The 
court chaplain, Heldwein, has left the Roman Church and 
taken a post in the Old Catholic faculty of Bonn, and an- 
other prominent lay professor in Munich, a Catholic, has 
also abandoned his Church. 

The growth of the Mariavite defection from Romanism in 
Poland has necessitated the ordination of two new _ bishops. 
The archbishop of the Old Catholic Church in Holland presided 
on this occasion. 

In the last twelve years 70,529 persons in Austria have 
passed from Romanism into reform churches. In Vienna 
alone in 1909, 1,200 such conversions took place. In Salz- 
burg a new reformed (Old Catholic) church has been or- 
ganized recently with 600 members. In Northern Bohemia 
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in 1898 there was a single evangelical church; to-day there 
are six, each with a pastor. In 1908 Protestant Austrians 
contributed a half million crowns for church work. 

GOOD PROTESTANT WORK IN ITALY 

[he Baptist Mission Press in Turin is printing a million 
tracts, the expense being provided by one person. These run 
from four to thirty-two pages, are original and suited to the 
times, and are intended for distribution at the two exhibi- 
tions this year in Rome and Turin. 

The home for priests seceding from Romanism, which has 
been founded in the capital of Italy, has now at its heads 
a former court chaplain of the Catholic queen Margarita, 
Pastor Autelli. It is interesting to note that the head of the 
great Methodist Girls’ School in Rome is Italia Garibaldi, 
the granddaughter of the emancipator of the Italian people. 


The home tor priests in Rome, the Savonarola Institute, 
will be somewhat like our Christ’s Mission in New York, 
where 165 priests have been welcomed out of the Church 
of Rome in the last thirty-two years.

If some of our young Irish Catholics with a genius 
for politics got into the association, it would not be long be- 
fore the present directors would find themselves out of a job. 
Perhaps, it is just as well for both sides that things remain 
as they are, but why retain a name which is a standing lie?” 

The words we have printed in black letters indicate what the 
hierarchy would do if they had the power. In many parts of 
the country pressure has been brought to bear on the Y. M. 
C. A. to exclude Tite Convertep CAatuotric from the reading- 
rooms, and in a few instances, as in Scranton, Pa., it has been 
successful. We are sorry for the young men who are deprived 
of the benefit of reading the Magazine. Many Catholics who 
eagerly perused it in the Y. M. C. A. have had their eyes 
opened and have become Protestants. 

A recent despatch from Atlanta, Georgia, under the heading, 
“Archbishop Ireland and the Y. M. C. A.,” said: 


Hereafter the Y. M. C. A. will work without the indorse- 
ment of Archbishop Ireland, who says that a letter from him 
indorsing the work of the association is being used without 
his authority and is a direct breach of promise on the part of 
the organization. 

The statement was contained in a letter received in Atlanta 
yesterday by Father John Gunn, pastor of the Sacred Heart 
Church, and was in answer to a query about an indorsement 
of the work furnished by Y. M. C. A. workers and_ signed 
with his name. 

About ten days ago the Y. M. C. A. began a campaign in 
Atlanta to raise a fund of $600,000 for the purpose of enlarg 
ing the facilities and broadening the work of the association. 

Catholic ministers from their pulpits advised the members 
of their congregations not to contribute, pointing out that the 
rules of the association denied Catholics the right to hold 
office. To offset this influence the letter of Arc hbishop Ire 
land praising the association was widely published in the city. 

In his letter to Father Gunn Archbishop Ireland says that 
he wrote the letter and contributed $250 with the direct prom- 
ise of a high official in the Y. M. C. A. that the next national 
meeting would remove the restrictions against Catholics. The 
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national meeting rejected the amendment and Archbishop Ire- 
land at once notified the association that he withdrew his in- 
dorsement and did not want his letter used again. He was 
assured that the letter would never be used again. This prom- 
ise, it is stated, has been constantly violated. 

Colonel Roosevelt, when he was President, advocated the 
removal of the restriction that prevents Catholics from being 
full members, with voting power, in the Y. M. C. A. On that 
understanding Archbishop Ireland contributed his check for

$250. Now he wants his money back, as the bars have not 
been let down, and instead of blessing the Y. M. C. A., he 
hurls an excommunication at the Association, 


The young men who make use of the great advantages to 
he found in the Y. M. C. A. are never the same Catholics 
afterward, even though there be no effort to make them 
Protestants. In the West Side Branch of the New York 
\ssociation on West Fifty-seventh street, nearly opposite 
the Christ’s Mission building, there are 1,156 Catholics in a 
total membership of 4,689. That tells the story of the good 
work of the Y. M. C. A. 


‘Princely Palaces Now Business Houses 

In the editorial page of the New York Tribune one of the 
most interesting columns is “The Talk of the Day.” From a 
recent issue of that paper, which is our foremost metropolitan 
daily, we take the following: 

Under the title ‘Roman Palaces, Once and Now,” Dr. Mihl- 
ing gives some information as to the present condition of 
some of the palaces which housed the most important citizens 
of the Eternal City. The palaces remain intact, the writer 
says, but the demands of progress and of business have 
wrought wonderful changes in them. The Borghese palace 
is now an art repository; a bank and the Austrian Embassy 
to the Quirinal share the Chigi palace; a dry goods estab- 
lishment occupies the ground floor of the Bonaparte palace, 
and a moving picture show of the cheap kind is conducted in 
the Bernini palace. A savings bank rents the Sciarra Colonna, 
a restaurant the Ruspoli, and what was once the Altieri palace 
is now a row of small shops. A dealer in pictures has his sign 
on the Salviati palace and the Torlonia palace has on one side 
of its portal a tourists’ ticket office and on the other the 
“Credito Italiano.” ‘‘Palatial” business concerns all. 
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CORRIGAN’S ATTACK ON MAYOR 
GAYNOR 


HEN Judge William J. Gaynor resigned from the 

bench of the Supreme Court of the State of New 

York to accept the nomination for the mayoralty of 
the City of New York, it was acknowledged by all citizens 
that he had made a great sacrifice ; not merely a financial sacri- 
fice of $17,500 a year for $10,000, but practically a life posi- 
tion on the bench of our highest State court. He was elected 
Mayor, notwithstanding the opposition of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy, who could never forgive him for having renounced 
the faith of Rome and becoming a member of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

How admirably he governed the city was generally acknowl- 
edged when an attempt was made to assassinate him as he 
was going on board a steamer on August 9, 1910, for a brief 
vacation in Europe. A Roman Catholic named Gallagher, a 
disappointed office seeker, was the miscreant who shot at the 
Mayor, and the ball still lodges in Mr. Gaynor’s throat. The 
sensation created by this attack on the best Mayor New 
York ever had was widespread, and he became a national 
figure in politics. He could have been elected Governor of 
the State of New York in November if he had consented to 
the nomination, with the Presidency of the United States in 
view in 1912. But the Mayor continued the even tenor of his 
way in the administration of municipal affairs. It was re- 
solved, however, by the Papal agents that he must be “killed 
off” politically, and Joseph E. Corrigan, a nephew of the late 
Michael A. Corrigan, archbishop of New York, began the at- 
tack last month on the Mayor’s administration. Mr. Cor- 
rigan is a city magistrate who had been refused a higher posi- 
tion by the Mayor. All that could be alleged against the 
Mayor was that he should have been more vigilant in en- 
forcing the laws relating to the sale of liquor, gambling, and 
the social evil, and that in consequence a “wave of crime” 
was sweeping over the city. Magistrate Corrigan is a mem- 
ber of the Democratic party, as is Mayor Gaynor, but in order 
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that it may appear that there was “no politics” in the attack, 
another Roman Catholic, William A. Prendergast, Controller 
of the City, who is a Republican, had his fling at the Mayor 
at a dinner in the Hotel Astor on March 24, as reported in 
the New York Tribune. “I amIrish myself,” said Mr. Prender- 
gast, “and if | should say all that my Irish prompted me I 
should be called seditious by the Mayor.” 

A defense of Mayor Gaynor appeared in the New York 
Evening Mail, March 29, by James Creelman, the author and 
traveler, who has won fame on both sides of the Atlantic as 
war correspondent and journalist. Mr. Creelman’s article is a 
complete vindication of the administration of Mayor Gaynor. 

In a letter to the President of the City Club, March 31, the 
Mayor declared that the charges of maladministration “were 
an organized and persistent defamation of the municipal gov- 
ernment.” He referred to the so-called “wave of crime” as 
nothing unusual in a city oi five millions of people, and in- 
timates that he is fully cognizant of the animus of his Ro- 
man Catholic assailants. In conclusion he says: “Sensible 
people will not be deceived. God’s time is long, and the best 
that any of us can do is a little, while we are here, and that 
little by little. How much more we could do if we all stood 
together without regard to politics or other forms of bigotry.” 

In a letter to Chief Magistrate McAdoo (whose position 
Joseph E. Corrigan had coveted), Mayor Gaynor defended 
his administration by giving statistics of the criminal arrests 
and convictions by the police; and he added: 


“IT do not mention this in any note of exultation or triumph. 
| rather feel of it as Jesus the gentle and the kind did when 
He said to those who brought the unfortunate woman before 
him: ‘He that is without sin among you, let him first cast a 
stone.’ How many hearts have sobbed over this scene!” 

The American people will see to it that the cowardly attacks 


of the Papal agents on a man whom they have highly honored 
and who has proved worthy will prove a boomerang. In all 
parts of our country the Roman Catholic hierarchy has or- 
ganized a campaign of malice against those who will not 
yield to the claims of the supremacy of the Pope in America. 
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AMERICANS IN ROME—DR. TIPPLE’S 
ADDRESS 


UNDAY afternoon, March 12, 1911, a great mass meeting 

was held in the American Methodist Episcopal Church, 

Rome, Italy, to protest against the ceaseless efforts of 
the Vatican to ruin the success of the National Exposition to 
he opened in that city and in Turin on the 27th of this month. 
After the Rev. Bertram M. Tipple, D.D., had spoken, calling 
especial attention to the recent letter of Archbishop Farley, 
of New York, the Rev. N. Walling Clark, D.D., also spoke, 
saying that Methodism in Italy stood for the King and United 
Italy. Bishop William Burt, D.D., who was present, closed 
the service by adding his hearty <inen to all that had been 
said. Dr. Tipple said in part: 

My attention has been called to a letter recently issued by 
Archbishop Farley, of New York, to his priests and laity. | 
understand that communications of a similar nature have been 
sent out from other Catholic centers in America. 

This letter of Archbishop Farley’s is an appeal for money 
for the Pope. The Archbishop certainly has the right to ask 
for a large offering to be forwarded to the Pope, and the trans- 
actions would be ordinarily a matter of little moment outside 
of those directly concerned. But in this instance | must call 
your attention to the basis of his plea. He says that the 
Pope is in an especially sad plight this year because there is 
to be a great celebration in Rome. He declares that at this cele- 
bration is to be celebrated “the sacrilegious taking of Rome 
forty years ago,” and its purpose “is to inflict the deepest and 
most poignant pain on the Pope.” He adds that the Masons 
of Italy are heart and soul in the plot, and that Mayor Nathan 
of Rome is a fair sample of what they are, and his recent do- 
ings a fair sample of what may be expected from them. 

If any country deserves the warm sympathy and cordial 
good will of America, it is United Italy. Americans should 
not be led astray by statements so unfair as those made by 
Archbishop Farley. In the face of the most colossal difficul- 
ties, Roman Catholicism by no means the least, United Italy 
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has achieved a progress in the last fifty years that must chal- 
lenge the unstinted praise of the civilized world. 

Was the occupation of Rome by the troops of United Italy 
on September 20, 1870, a “sacrilegious” affair? The citizens 
of Rome voted, 40,788 to 46, that the King of United Italy 
and not the Pope should govern them and their city. Was 
that a “sacrilegious taking of Rome?” Did not Italians have 
the right to say which should rule over them, Pope or King? 

\rchbishop Farley says that the main purpose of the Ex- 
position is to inflict pain on the Pope. I doubt if one Italian 
in a thousand ever thinks of the Pope in connection with this 
celebration. And if at this time in Italy he finds himself alone, 
almost altogether alienated from the people, he has only him- 
self and his predecessors to blame. Victor Emanuel II pled 
with Pius IX to yield to the expressed will of the people and 
throw himself into the cause of United Italy. The great 
Cavour exhausted patience and diplomacy in the effort to 
persuade the Pope to ally himself with the glorious life of the 
New Italy. But the Vatican would have none of it. 

Why does the Vatican persist in its bitter opposition to 
United Italy? Why does it circulate false reports of cholera 
and use its vast resources and organization to ruin, if possible, 
the Exposition? What Crispi said a few weeks before his 
death is true to-day: “It is not about spiritual matters that the 
Roman Curia is most concerned. The Church still loves the 
things of this world. To gain the friendship of a Czar she 
would sacrifice ten Polands.” 

Italians are perfectly willing that the Pope should be the 
spiritual head of the Roman Catholic Church, but they are not 
willing that he should also be the temporal head of United 
Italy. United Italy thas a King in Victor Emanuel III of 
whom she is proud, and in whom she finds her new life em- 
bodied. There is no disposition among the millions of Italy 
to exchange him for the Pope. 

What is the meaning of the great Exposition that will 
open in Rome on March 27? Recently I put that question to 
Mayor Nathan, and his answer was something like this: 
“This Exposition celebrates fifty years of United Italy. For 


ay 
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fifty years Italy has remained free and united, and for forty 
years Rome has been the capital. She has not only remained 
united, but the union has been strengthened. Italians have 
found that the blessings of union are many and substantial. 
The blood of the fathers was not shed in vain. Italy now 
has life and hope. She has taken her place among the nations 
of progress, and those who travel to Rome this year will see 
in this Exposition the evidences of a progress hardly equalled 
by any other nation of the earth in a similar period of time.” 
This is the meaning of the Exposition from the lips of a man 
who, as much as any one in Italy, should know. 

Italians are a long suffering and patient race. Generously 
they have treated the Pope and the Roman hierarchy; too 
generously many think. Through the half century of their 
union they have borne with the intrigues, the cruel mis 
representations, the continuous opposition of the Vatican. 
But one is compelled to feel that they will not always strive, 
neither will they keep their anger forever. 


ARCHBISHOP FARLEY’S RIDICULOUS “PROTEST” 


The New York Herald, March 13, referred to the protest 
made by the American Protestants in Rome the previous 
Sunday, and quoted from Archbishop Farley’s circular, which 
was issued on February 12 and read in all the churches in 
connection with the “Peter’s Pence” collection for the Pope. 
The circular was in part as follows: 


This vear of grace, 1911, promises to be one of the most 
painful to him personally in the pontificate of our Holy Father, 
Piux X. The open and secret enemies of the Holy See have 
decided to hold a celebration in the Eternal City in commem 
oration of the sacrilegious taking of Rome, forty years ago. 
The celebration is to be of such a character as to prolong 
the insult implied as far as possible into the vear. The evident 
and declared intent of this is to inflict the deepest and most 
poignant pain on the Vicar of Christ under his own eyes. 

Only a few weeks ago the heads of the secret societies so 
bitterly hostile to the Church, who are to take a leading part 
in this demonstration, instructed their followers throughout 
the world to do everything in their power to make the coming 
festivity as anti-papal as possible. 
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The insult thus offered to the Holy See, it need not be 
said, is directed not less against every member of the Catholic 
Church. The public speech of the present Mayor of Rome, 
uttered a few months ago, gave ample promise of what may 
be expected at the coming demonstration in Rome. We can- 
not remain silent in the presence of this indignity which 
menaces the supreme Father of the faithful. 

We, therefore, here and now, call upon our devoted clergy 
and faithful people to enter their protest against the vile char- 
acter of this celebration, wherever and whenever an occasion 
offers to loyally defend the right of the Vicar of Jesus Christ 
on earth. 

The “secret societies” whom Dr. Farley blames for de- 
priving the Pope of his temporal power must include three- 
fourths of the population of Italy. All of them were Roman 
Catholics, but evidently they are now Protestants. That word 
“protestant” is something new in the mouths of the hierarchy. 
“We call upon our devoted clergy and faithful people to 
enter their protest,” says Farley. He ought to rebuke Presi- 
dent Taft for sending a cablegram of congratulations to the 
King of Italy on March 27 on the auspicious opening of the 
exposition in Rome in commemoration of the great historical 
event of the occupation of the Eternal City as the capital of 
United Italy. The world is laughing at the plight of the 
Pope, and his agents in this country should be made to feel 
how ridiculous they are in “protesting” against the liberty and 
freedom which the Italian people enjoy in their own country. 


A Protestant pastor in Rome recently received a visit from 
a priest and two of his parishioners from a village many miles 
away. They brought a document signed by 104 members of 
that church, asking him to visit them. Among other results 
has been the formation of an evangelical church with twenty 
members, that priest now acting as a Protestant minister, and 
visiting the surrounding districts.

[The Roman Catholics are taught that the Lord Jesus 
Christ, true God and true man, as He was on earth and 
is now in heaven, is physically present in the church in the 
form of a wafer which the priest has consecrated at the 
mass. By pronouncing the words, “Hoc est corpus meum” 
(This is my body), the priest changes the wafer into “the 
body and blood, soul and divinity of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
On entering a Roman Catholic Church, therefore, the peo- 
ple kneel in adoration of the wafer, which is usually locked 
up in a box or tabernacle on the altar, and they salute it by 
tipping the hat or an inclination of the head when passing 
the church. Those who do so in a sly and sneak-like way 
lo not really believe that Christ is present in the church, but 
their early teaching makes them superstitious, and the force 
of habit impels them to perform this act. Of course the 
Son of God who rose from the dead and is now in heaven 
ever living to make intercession for us is not on the Roman 
altars, and no man has power to make Him out of a wafer.]

“The Priest,” by the Author of “Letters of a Modernist to 
Pope Pius X,” published by Sherman, French and Company, 
Boston, Mass., has been favorably reviewed by the book 
editor of the New York Herald in the issue of that paper for 
April 1, 1911, as follows: 


With the title of “The Priest,’ the anonymous author of 
“Letters to His Holiness Pope Pius X,” has written a story 
which he calls a “tale of modernism in New England,” and 
concerning which he says: “Modernism is not so much an 
inquiry of the intellect as a crisis of the conscience; less a 
debate of the schools than a problem of conduct attended 
with tremendous spiritual consequences. Am I brave enough 
to withstand creeds and hierarchies? Have I the heroism 
to join that company of outcasts who in every age have 
sacrificed even life’s dearest affections at the behest of 
Truth’s austere ideal?” 

Across such questions, he says, lies the shadow of tragedy, 
and to-day a host of suffering souls in and out of Roman 
Catholicism are asking them in agony. We should know of 
these silent sorrows, these trials that are of life and death, for 
they exist all around us, at once the saddest and most glori- 
ous experiences of these days of tremendous transition. The 
author holds that what we need is a book that will describe 
in the vivid form of fiction, while yet remaining true to re- 
ality, these tremendous inner experiences, these mighty vicis- 
situdes of the human spirit. He believes he has done so 
in “The Priest.” Whether or not he has the reader will de- 
cide, according to his own faith. The book is written with 
unmistakable earnestness and sincerity. 


The Herald reviewer, whom we cannot sufficiently praise 
for his sympathetic notice of the book, doubtless knows that 
the author of “The Priest” had been one of the Paulist 
Fathers until his first book was published a year ago. He 
was a professor in the college of the Paulists, St. Thomas 
Aquinas, in connection with the Catholic University, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and his name duly appeared as such in the 
Catholic Directory. He has written anonymously because 
he knew he would have been maligned and persecuted, and 
as an American, a gentleman and a scholar he did not wish 
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to undergo such an ordeal. Who can blame him? Every 
priest in America who has left the Roman Church has had 
to suffer for conscience sake. We hope the learned ex- 
Paulist, who is now teaching, will continue to write and 
throw light on dark ways of the Roman Church.

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Slaughter by Popes and Pagans 


A book has recently appeared, entitled “The Origin of 
Christianity,” written by the late Canon Bigg, Regius Pro- 
fessor of Ecclesiastical History at Oxford. In it he says that 
the actual destruction of Christians under pagan Rome was 
much less than is generally supposed, and that the slaughter 
of “heretics” in later times by Papal Rome “far outweighs 
in horror, brutality and injustice the spasms of Imperial 
Rome.” It is true that under all the emperors the life of a 
Christian was precarious, but the Empire extended from 
Britain to Mesopotamia; but the martyrs of the early Church 
which was as wide as the Empire—even including those who 
perished under Decius and Diocletian—-were outnumbered by 
the so-called “heretics” who died for their faith in the six- 
teenth century in almost every one of the realms which 
spring out of that Empire. 

According to the Roman Catholic dictionary, edited by 
Father Addis and Thomas Arnold, a “heretic” is “one who, 
having made a profession of Christian belief, deliberately and 
pertinaciously refuses to believe one or more of the articles of 
faith ‘determined by the authority of the universal church.’” 
Although both the learned editors of this dictionary later 
rejected all the “articles of faith” mentioned, their definition 


may be accepted as giving a good idea of the Papal concep- 
tion of a “heretic.”

Transformation in Mexico 


The Rev. H. A. Barrett says in World Wide Missions: 


Thirty years ago a small company of Protestant Christians 
in the village of Atzala, State of Puebla, Mexico, were at- 
tacked by a fanatical mob of Roman Catholics and twenty 
of the members of that little congregation were cruelly mur- 
dered, some of the officials of the town giving assent to the 
assassination. A few days ago I held service in our chapel 
in that place, and behind me on the wall were printed the 
names of those twenty who were sacrificed for the establish- 
ment of the new faith. To-day what a marvelous transfor- 
mation is noticed. We have a Methodist church there with 
the following officials of the town as members: The presi- 
dent of the municipality, his secretary, the first assistant to 
the president, one other member of the town council, the 
teacher of the boys’ school and the postmaster. Truly the 
blood of the martyrs is the seed of the Church. At another 
point on this same circuit we have a day-school of 62 scholars 
and the members of the congregation are at present erecting 
a neat chapel. 

Thus it is everywhere in Roman Catholic countries when

Sir:—As I have frequently said in these open letters I 
would rather write to you on religious subjects and try to 
make the way of salvation plain and easily understood so 
that all who read them may realize the greatness of the Sacri- 
fice of Calvary and the simplicity of the message the Son of 
God has left with us for the salvation of our souls. Though 
lovers of the Bible know the way of God, their souls are re- 
freshed by seeing and hearing the old, old story again and 
again. The wise man has said there is nothing new under 
the sun, but there are new methods in stating old truths, and 
perhaps I could do some good in these letters by clearing 
away the rubbish that your Church has heaped around the 
eternal truths contained in the Word of God, and at the same 
time let the Saviour’s voice be heard calling all to come to 
Him. 

Especially would I like to write on religious themes for the 
benefit of the Roman Catholics whom I can reach. They 
have not access to the Bible, though as a matter of fact a 
copy of the Douay version could now be bought for one 
dollar. It was not so when I began to write these letters to 
you. Twenty years ago a Roman Catholic Bible in fairly good 
print and binding would cost $2.50. There was a smaller 
edition at $1.50 in very small type which was so trying to 
the eyes that it was painful to read it. In my letters of those 
days I called your attention to this and urged you to order a 
new edition to be printed. I am pleased to say this was done 
after some years. In 1899 John Murphy & Co., your pub- 
lishers in Baltimore, and Benziger Brothers, of this city, is- 
sued a well bound edition of 1,400 pages in good type at the 


moderate price of one dollar. This edition bore your approba- 
tion as follows: 
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“We hereby approve of the publication of the Catholic Bible 
which is an accurate reprint of the Rheims and Douay edi- 
tion with Dr. Challoner’s Notes. The sacred volume is printed 


in an attractive style. “J. Carp. GrBsons. 


“Baltimore, Sept. 1, 1899.” 


The first vear after publication of this Catholic Bible there 
was an increased demand for it, but later on I learned from 
the publishers that the interest in it had ceased and the sales 


had fallen off. 
Publicity has been said to be the most efficacious remedy 


for the evils and wrongs in the world, and when public opinion 
is brought to bear on the intolerance, errors and corruption 


in the Roman Catholic Church there is hope of amendment, 


at least in its outward aspect in the United States, where 
Protestantism is an object lesson which you cannot brush 
aside. Of course all who fully understand Romanism know 
that at heart it is always and everywhere the same—a per- 
version of the religion of Christ and an engine of spiritual 
tyranny. 

he Roman Catholic people will not purchase the Bible, and 
there is no society in your Church to urge them to read it or 
to place it within their reach.

of Rome tell them is the voice of God, and they are content 
with that. It is not “What doth the Lord say,” but what

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THE ROMAN CATHOLI CHURCH IN AMERICAN POLITICS 


One of the results of the elections last November when the 
Democratic party came into power was the 


{ revival of the 
hopes of the Roman Catholic hierarchy for increased influence 
in our country. The Church is dying in Europe, and the word 
has gone forth from Rome to you and the other prelates that 
you must capture America. “We must make America Catho- 
lic,” says Archbishop Ireland; and one way of doing this is 
to elect good Catholics to high office. In line with that 


pur- 
pose Judge James A. O’Gorman, of the Supreme Cor 


ourt of 


New York City, has been elected United States Senator from 


this State to serve for six years, in succession to Chauncey 
M. Depew. Senator O’Gorman was born in this city of Ro- 
man Catholic parents and has been a consistent member of the 
Church of Rome all his life, as are his wife and six daughters 
and one son. He is a high officer in Tammany Hall, and the 
nly Roman Catholic at present a Senator of the United 
States. The New York Baptist paper, The Examiner, says 
in an editorial note: 

“Judge O’Gorman is the only Tammany man ever chosen 
to the United States Senate. Our prediction that ‘none but 
an Irish Roman Catholic’ would be elected has been verified. 
It is not to Senator O’Gorman’s discredit that he was born of 
Irish parentage—the writer of these lines has Irish Roman 
Catholic blood in his veins, though his ancestors became 
Protestant several generations ago.” 

The New York IJndependent also refers to Senator O’Gorman 
as “a capable lawyer and Judge and a courteous gentleman, 
who will add strength to the Senate. ... He is a member 
of half a dozen Catholic and Irish societies.” 

The election of Senator O’Gorman was a great event in the 
history of Tammany Hall, which has been an adjunct of the 
Roman Catholic Church in the city, though there are thou- 
sands of Protestant Americans in its membership. Tammany 
did not select Judge O’Gorman as its first choice, but after the 
efforts of three months to elect William F. Sheehan had failed, 
Lawyer Daniel F. Cohalan of this city, “Boss” Murphy’s 
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eloquent right-hand man, said in an address to the “insurgent” 
legislators at Albany, as reported in the New York Sun, 
March 31, IQII: 

“We are tired of all this business. We are tired of this 
opposition to one of our race and religion. We have had 
enough of this. We have competent men, men of very great 
intellectuality, but this constant reiteration against one of our 
race and religion must cease, especially as representatives of 
that race and religion represent 80 per cent. of the vote of 
New York State. This must stop, gentlemen, and it must 
stop right here.” 

And it did stop, said the Sun. By 80 per cent. of the vote 
of New York State Mr. Cohalan really meant that that per- 
centage of Roman Catholics voted the Democratic ticket. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt had split that vote when he 
was President of the United States, but it has come back to 
the Democratic party, and will continue there as long as it 
is fed with patronage and power. 

Can you succeed in making America Catholic, Cardinal? 
If the American people will permit you there is no doubt 
whatever but the Roman Catholic Church will become the 
dominant factor in the politics of this country. With your 
Federation of Catholic Societies, Knights of Columbus and 
hundreds of other organizations you are already well in- 
trenched for capturing America. Many of the great corpora- 
tions and trusts have come under the influence of your Church, 
and there is scarcely a large financial institution which has 
not Roman Catholics among its directors. It used to be said 
that Knowledge is Power, but in this generation that has 
been changed to Money is Power. This you know very well. 

Americans are asleep where your Church is concerned, and 
only the power of God can wake them up. It may be He 
will do that through storm and stress, as He has dealt with 
nations in the past. Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty, 
but the American people are so engrossed in the material 
development of the country and in amassing wealth for their 
children—which in many cases will be spent in alliances with 
Roman Catholics—that they imagine our free institutions and 
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the political system on which they are founded will take care 
of themselves. 

The Catholic nations of Europe which have curtailed the 
power of your Church should be an object lesson to the peo- 
ple of the United States. Our politicians who cater to the 
Catholic vote should be enlightened by the example of the va- 
rious governments in Catholic countries. Even while I write, 
the press despatches tell us of the stern resolve of Premier 
Canalejas to press the enactment of the law for the regulation 
of the religious orders in Spain. Italy is commemorating the 
Fortieth Anniversary of the occupation of Rome as the capi- 
tal of that country and the deliverance of the people from 
Papal rule. France is marching on in its glorious careet 
since the law of separation of the State from the Church went 
into effect six years ago. Even the young Republic of Portu- 
gal is bravely resisting the royalist and Roman Catholic ag- 
gressions against its liberty and progress. A despatch to the 
New York Herald from Lisbon, March 29, 1911, was headed, 
“Royalist Plot in Portugal Covers the Entire Republic.” It 
set forth at length the extent of the ramifications of a secret 
society, which included many priests, for the overthrow of 
the Republic. But the Republic is bravely overcoming all 
opposition, and ere long will follow the example of France 
and be separated from the Church. Shall not we in the 
United States wish Godspeed to the efforts of that poor ne- 
glected country in its efforts to be free? This Republic should 
have been the first to give Portugal recognition, but Jesuit 
intrigue has had some influence at Washington. You could 
tell, Cardinal, why our Government has been so slow in wel- 
coming Portugal as a sister Republic. I believe the facts in 
this case will be made known. A despatch to the New York 
Sun from Washington says: 


Just why the Administration of President Taft has not 
recognized the new Republic of Portugal, now several months 
old, is the subject of a query addressed to the President in 
the following resolution introduced in the Senate to-day by 
Senator Culberson of Texas and referred to the Committee on, 
Foreign Relations: 
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Whereas under the impulse of the world movement for 
popular rights and republican government, with which the 
United States are and have ever been in sympathy, the people 
of Portugal in October, 1910, overthrew the monarchy and 
established a Republic, it is therefore 

Resolved, That the President be and he is hereby requested, 
if not incompatible with the public interests, to inform the 
Senate whether the Republic so established has in operation 
a civil government capable of performing the duties and ful- 
filling the obligations of an independent Power, and if so 
whether the Republic has been officially and fully recognized 
by the Executive Department of the United States. 

Let the light shine on the dark and devious ways of your 
Church, Cardinal, and the truth of God will be made manifest, 
and the people will be free. I have written to Senator Cul-
